noted by federal agents. 
Wiscon- 


sin farmers, 
they say, have 
ap- 


preciated the many strong points 
of rye ar.d have been increasing the 
ccr&ige sown to it since lUOp. 


The result has been, according to 


official data, that but one state— 
North Dakota—now has a larger 
rye output than Wisconsin. 


-Most of tho milling 1 o£ rye Hour is 


also done in Wisconsin, which 
is 


dividing honors with Minnesota. 


In the year 1909 Wisconsin pro- 


duced, -1,787,775 bushels of rye. This 
year the 
crop 
will approximate 


something over 8,600,000. bushels. 
Demand for the grain is good and 
prices are 
yielding 
a substantial 


profit, says the federal department, 
thus justifying the 
adventure 
of 


Wisconsin agriculturists. 


When John Barleycorn was given 


his coup de grace, there were fears 
that the many millions of bushels 


i of ry« that theretofore had gone 


ir.to whiskey manufacture would be 
without a market. 
There is little 


demand in this country 
for 
this 


cereal as a food, a fact that govern- 
ment scientists deplore, for it has 
qualities which are declared to be 
worth looking into. 


Fortunately for Wisconsin farm- 


ers and others, the war 'unsettled 
those sections of Central and past- 
ern Europe which were large pro- 
ducers of rye and they have- boor, 
coming to this country for

supply.

outlet, therefore, has not yet been j

auction attests.

situation will continue indefinitely. 
When Europe gets bac'.k on its legs 
and the agricultural affairs of dis- 
turbed sections return to pre-war 
normal, there will be competition 
that. Wisconsin fanners are certain 


Unless the nation can be educat- 


ed, up to a larger use of rye as a 
satisfactory substitute for present- 
ly more popular small grains, the 
restoration of Europe will result 
in lower prices 
in 
this country, 


thereby making the crop less at- 
tractive 
to 
Wisconsin 
farmer?. 


That, however, as the government 
points out, is something to worry 
about in the future. For the time 
being the thing to be done, it seems 
is to raise more rye. 


There are strong supporting rea- 


sons for this policy, the federal 
agents say. 
They regard it as ex- 


tremely unfortunate that conditions 
are not more favorable to the rye 
crop. 
There is much land in Wis- 


consin and other states on which 
it could be grown to advantage. In 
fact, these agents declare, rye can 
be grown to much better advantage 
than wheat on some land.

pendable market 
for an 
enlarged 


production would assist 
in estab- 


lishing a system of agriculture that 
would utilize our natural resources 
to greater benefit of farmers and 
enlarge the quantity of foodstuffs 
we can produce. 


From an agricultural

"The tax commission estimates 
that the 10 per cent will give more 
money to the counties than the 20 
per cent under the.present law and 
that 40 per cent will give more to 
the municipalities than, the 70 per 
cent does now.

"The bill is subject to amend- 


ment as may be found necessary or 
desirable to perfect it as^ far as 
possible and I believe it .offers an' 
opportunity '.for -all to-get together 
in the enactment:

6f the state." 


Senator Huber in this connection, 


made public a full- summary of the 
provisions of the bill prepared- at 
his request by 'K E. Witte, chief of 
the legislative 
reference library, 


and this analysis follows. 


The analysis of the bill by Mr. 
Witte, shows that the rates are es» 
timated to yield $15,000,000 in a 
normal year, of which $4,000,000 
are raised irom corporations and 
the remainder from individuals. 


By levying a flat .four per cent 
rate on corporations, Mr. 
Witte 
says that the bill makes "a mater- 
ial reduction in the rate of taxa- 
tion for these institutions." • 


It is pointed out that through 


amendments to the present law the 
audit of back income tax returns 
can be continued to 1915' instead of 
1917 as now. 
On. these .back re- 


turns interest. at the rate of six 
per cent is to be charged by the 
commission. Several hundred thou- 
sand dollars are looked for through 
applications of this new section,, ac- 
cording to the estimates.
